WASHINGTON — Freed from a 
two-week tangle over an anti-poll 
tax amendment, the Senate head-

er to buy $100 million in U. N. 
bonds. 

The way was cleared for action 
on the bond issue Tuesday when 
the Senate by a 77-16 vote ap- 
proved the constitutional amend- 
ment to abolish the poll tax as 
a requirement for voting in fed- 
eral elections.

FORESTRY 
NOTES 


Area Forester Glenn Purvis of 
Hancock County announced today 
that, state-wide, Mississippi For- 
estry Commission fire control 
crews have been on-the-go almost 
continuously for the past two 
weeks. 

Purvis said, “The high winds 
and dry conditions that have pre- 
vailed in most parts of the state 
recently have combined to cause 
the highést fire danger period to 
date this Spring.” 

“Many of the fires,” he continu- 
ed, “have resulted from careless 
or indifferent burning off of 
fields and ditch banks.” 

He went on to explain that 
most of the wild fires arising 
from this cause could have been 
prevented by having a firebreak 
around the area; burning on 
days of relatively calm winds: 
burning fe the wind: in the 
late aftémoon; and. staying with 
the fire until it is out. 

“Those who burn when the 
wind is extremely high,” Purvis 
continued, “apparently do not re- 
alize the probability of its escap- 
ing and becoming a mean and 
ugly thing - difficult to control 
and dangerous to men and prop- 
erty alike; either that, or they do 
not care.” 

Area Forester Purvis requested 
that people who yet have burn- 
ing to dò, to observe these and 
other common sense precautions 
before burning. Neighboring land- 
owners will appreciate this for 
the same moral principle is in- 
volved when a careless or mali- 
cious fire destroys a crop of tim- 
ber as when it burns a crib of 
corn or a barn. A doliar’s worth 
of timber has the same value as 
a dollar’s worth of corn.

MORE BEEF PER 
ACRE FROM USE 
OF SOFT GRAIN 


STATE COLLEGE, ‘Miss.—Soft 
grain may be: the answer to the 
question of how to produce more 
beef per acre. Three years of re- 
search at the Delta Branch Ex- 
periment Station at Stoneville in- 
dicate this possibility. 


Harvesting grain early—in the 
soft stage—greatly reduced field 
loses normally caused by birds, 
insects, storms, and poor ma- 
chine efficiency. Too, under 
favorable weather conditions 
two crops can be grown in one 
season on the same land. There 
is time for a second crop of milo 
behind an early crop of corn or 
milo. 


James C. Collins and Dr. Peter 
G. Hogg, Delta Station research 
men, interpret results of their 
tests as follows: 


“Harvesting of grain at a high- 
moisture content (45-50 per cent) 
offers opportunity to reduce field 
losses greatly. Where irrigation 
im moonslathtan a 
may be produced. 

“There were no significant dif- 
ferences in rate of gain or car- 
cass grades between steers fed 
soft grain, corn or milo, and 
steers fed dry ground grains, The 
addition of dry grains to soft 
grain rations gave only slight 
increase in daily gains but im- 
proved general appearance at 
slaughter time. 

“Soft corn is more efficient in 
production of beef than is ground 
ear corn. Results from this test
